Japan easily captured the port of 
Swatow today, tightening her grasp 
on the south China coast, while in 
the north her issue with Britain at 
Tientsin apparently settled down to 
a drawn-out test of patience. 
Dispatches from Swatow said 800 
Japanese soldiers, their way cleared 
by air raids and a naval bombard­ 
ment. reached the city during the 
morning and. encountering little re­ 
sistance, continued inland. 
Despite long preparations, Chinese 
failed to carry out the customary 
"scorched earth” destruction of the 
city of 178,000. 220 miles east of 
Canton. 
Anticipating the landing,

the Chinese 
civilian population had tied. 
Both Britain and Japan were wait­ 
ing for the other to make the first 
peace overtures in the eight-day-old 
Tientsin crisis.

Renzo Sawada, Japanese vice min­ 
ister of foreign affairs to urge dis­ 
continuance of alleged discrimina­

Tientsin, men in the besieged area 
expressed belief they would be better 
able to care for themselves. 
Japa­ 
nese at Tientsin, however, declared 
that "London realizes Japan will call 
Britain’s bluff” and lield that only a 
g e n e r a l adjustment oi British- 
Japanese relations could settle the 
issue. 
The blockade began as a local in­ 
cident June 14 when British conces­ 
sion officials refused Japanese de­ 
mands that they turn over four 
Chinese accused of killing a local 
official. 
At Singapore British and French 
military chiefs gathered for defense 
talks, possibly to consider naming a 
commander of their combined far 
eastern forces in the event of war. 
In London, informed sources again 
were optimistic that Soviet Russia

If everything was assured to us

T he greatest blessings th a t we enjoy a re ours because someone else 
risked much for us — and I am sure the best things th a t have come to 
us from our own efforts we owe largely to the risks we took in order 
to a tta in them.

Lockjaw or tetanus is caused by 
the toxin produced by the tetanus 
bacillus. These germs are commonly 
found in street dirt and soil. Espe­ 
cially is this true of the latter after 
it has been manured.

The third dairy 
farm visited was the Indian Springs 
farm near Churchville. Maryland. 
29 Projects Completed 
"During last year boys in the vo­ 
cational departm ent completed 29 
projects. They were as follows: Three 
corn projects for a total of 3.5 acres; 
two dairy calves projects; 
eight 
garden and truck projects with a 
total scope of 3 9 acres; one potato 
project 
with 
I-acre 
scope; 
nine 
poultry projects totaling 2,025 baby 
chicks and one flock record project, 
and six swine projects. Sum m ariz­ 
ing them financially they are: Ex­ 
penses. $1,529.23; receipts, $2,404.29; 
net profit. $875.06; 
Paid self for 
labor, $273.39, and Pupil labor in ­ 
come, $1,148.45. 
"We have nine freshm an boys in 
our group project this year. They 
have planted tom atoes in the school 
plot again this year. It is about 
an acre in size and if we get some 
rain soon we hope to have a good 
crop. We planted Rutgers and ex­ 
pect to sell them to the C. H. Mus- 
selman com pany.” 
The Arendtsville vocational agri­ 
culture report for last year, as pre­ 
pared by C harles A. Sm ith, super­ 
visor, follows: 
"The activities accomplished by 
the agricultural and vocational stu ­ 
dents at Arendtsville vocational high 
school are divided into two parts: 
First, those Which were done as a 
group project in preparation for a 
bi-annual tour of the United States 
and second, those which were done 
by the South M ountain chapter of 
the Future Farm ers of America. 
“During the m onth of August, 1938, 
24 junior and senior boys, under the 
direction of C harles A. Sm ith, voca­ 
tional instructor a t the high school, 
visited on 
their trans-continental 
tour 24 states, the District of Colum­ 
bia, Mexico and Canada. 
The tour 
of 8,100 miles was made by truck 
which had previously been bought 
as a part of the project. 
Buy Tractor 
"The 
freshm an 
and 
sophomore J 
boys a t the school are now working 
on their project to be completed by 
a sim ilar tour in the sum m er of 1940. 
The 20 boys who are in this group 
are now engaged in the farm ing of 
tomatoes, 10,000 of which were plant­ 
ed during May, 
For this purpose 
tliis spring the group bought a Ford- 
son tractor from the funds which 
they have raised. During the spring 
they sold garden seeds, the sale of 
which am ounted to $40. 
William 
Kane, a freshm an, made the record 
sale of more th an 50 pounds. 
T he 
group also realized $25 from the sale 
of tom ato, cabbage, eggplant, cauli­ 
flower, and pepper plants, which had 
been grown in a hotbed a t the school. 
Each of the 20 boys also has an in­ 
dividual project, such as the raising 
of poultry, calves, brood sows, shoats, 
corn, sm all fruits, truck gardening 
and home improvement. 
"The Arendtsville chapter of the 
F.F.A. is composed of all students 
enrolled in the vocational course or 
taking such subjects. 
The officers 
of the organization for the school 
year w ere: President, C l a r e n c e 
Oyler; vice president, Wayne W ar­ 
ren; secretary. Donald Hall; treas­ 
urer, Mack Raffensperger. and re­ 
porter, K enneth Wenk.

Tax Measure

relief and tax legislation by June 
30, when m any adm inistration pow­

subsidy held

senate floor. 
Senator Barkley, of Kentucky, the 
dem ocratic leader, called prolonged 
discussion of the pending m onetary 
bill a filibuster. 
He expressed the 
opinion th at senators engaged in it 
were trying to get the Treasury to 
announce its new price for newly- 
mined domestic silver. 
The T reasury now is paying 64.64 
cents an ounce per such silver, about 
24 cents above the world price. Some 
senators have been apprehensive th a t 
Secretary M orgenthau m ight reduce 
this price after June 30.
